retired I went to the adjoining room, 
a sleeping-room. , 


"I prepared immediately to re'tiro 


and'it was only a few minutes when 
1 was sound asleep. • Mrs.-' Walsh -re- 
mained in the parlor and:, talked- with 
her guest. 
I am of the opinion that 


it was an hour or an .hour and a half 
when Mrs.-Walsh prepared to retire, 
although I didi not hear her enter tho 
room. 


"The first thing I heard was a shot 


and a scream.

Differenf Methods of Solving Ques- 


tion—Some New Congres- 


sional Aspirants.

ington,' D.'c.—"\Vlil it be the paring 
Unite or the cleaver that will be used 
by the next Congress, or will either 
be operated? 
This is the 
question 


that is now agitating .the public mind 
more or less, ns some means must be 
found to make receipts and expendi- 
tures come nearer an equality. 
The 


same question has been up before oth- 
er congresses and sometimes 
the 


cleaver 
has been used -and at other 


times the paring knife, but whichever 
ii was the good results only lasted 
for a brief space and then expendi- 
tures wjmld once more begin to creep 
up 
Except on a few extraordinary 


occasions ever since the war between 
the States the receipts have been m 
excess of the expenditures and the 
government more than once has had 
trouble to find some way by which 
to dispose of the surplus. 
I do not 


recall who it was that first gave ut- 
terance -to the trite saying that it is 
easier to handle a maxyn in political 
economy that 
may 
cause'the ap- 


proaching Congress to deliberate very 
.seriously. 


Usually a republican administration 


has liacfa surplus'to deal with and 
they have shown a.fair 
degree of 


ability in dealing with a congested 
treasury, but they must now face the 
other end of the proposition and it is 
likely to be a very serious problem, 
for the best treasury experts now es- 
timate that tl»e deficit for the current 
fiscal year will be fully $50.000,000. 
The working balance at 
present is 


about $110,000,000. It is necessary to 
carry a very large working balance 
and "unless something is done to eitli- 


. er Increase the revenue or cut down 


expenditures the Treasury will "find 
itself crowding dangerously close to 
the reserve. The expenditures on ac- 
count of the Panama Canal have been 
very large, and will likely continue 
large, but it is expected that when 
Congress meets there will be some 
canal legislation that will -work to the 
benefit of the treasury. The Spooner 
bill provided for the issuance of $130,- 
000,000 canal bonds and it is expected 
Congress will early in 
the session 


authorize the use of the .bonds as a 
basis for national bank .' circulation 
and that will cause a demand for the 
bonds. When those arc soli! the drain 
for canal purposes on the treasury 
will cease. 
Congress may 
provide 


that the treasury shall be reimbursed 
for its outlay out of the proceeds of 
the bonds, but if that is done the re- 
lief will only be temporary 
unless 


another bond issue is' provided for 
as no one expects the canal to be 
built on anything lilce the figures giv- 
en when the purchase was made. 


The fact remains that the two ends 


must be brought nearer together or 
the administration will find 
itself 


treading dangerously close to the re- 
serve and that will cause embarrass- 
ment when a new Congress is to be 
chosen. 
How to bring the two ends 


together is the problem and'about as 
many solutions have been offered as 
there are fnumbers of Congress and 
newspaper correspondents in 
Wash- 


ington. It may be said that Congress 
is divided into two camps—one for 
increasing revenues, the other 
for 


reduction of expenditures," and each 
of tUese two camps, are sub-divided 
into half a dozen or more factions.

Register, 


Journal and Observer, who is a com- 
missioner of his government sent here 
and to other' countries, are illuminat- 
ing. 
Mr. Sowdon is a member of the 


Board of Governors of the National 
Public Library, Museum and Art Gal- 
lery Commission. 
He is also presi- 


dent of the national reform political 
organization. 


"We have had'a sad experience with 


government ownership," 
said 
Mr. 


Sowdon, who is quartered at the Ho- 
tel Manhattan. 
"Nearly all of 
our 


public utilities are 
.administered by 


government, with the result that pol- 
itics dominate them and the public 
service is woefully misadminlstered. 
Not all of the tramways are in the 
honds of the government, 
but with 


the slovenly example of the govern 
ment-railroads and government tram- 
ways to copy we ilnd ourselves in a 
sad way.

"To .begin with, the service is con 


trolled by the premiers of the various 
provinces, who represent the 
domi- 


nant political parties and run the rail 
roads largely as 
personal political 


properties. 
The roads do 
not pay 


properly, the tariffs on passengers and 
goods are high -compared with yours, 
and the employes, having life posts, 
are not amendable to discipline or 
to public sentiment."

the committee, had hardly couched his 
lance before he succeeded in pricking 
the glittering 
bubble 
of mutuality 


which some of the professedly "pure- 
ly nuitual" companies have blown for 
the policy holders' admiring gaze. Be-; 
fore he had .finished with his first 
day's joust he had shown, seemingly 
to the satisfaction of the committee- ' 
men, that, as far at least as concerns 
the participation of the policy holders 
in the organization-^ and'^-government 
of these several companies; mutuality 
as practiced at present is an empty 
phrase, and the annual elections held 
to fill vacancies in the 
directorates 


are a farce. 


Annual Elections. 


Judged solely by the-testimony elic- j 


itec!1 from, oflicers of the companies 
tinder investigation, no primary elec- 
tion under the auspices of a 
rock- 


ribbed partisan .district organization. 
is quite so cut 'and dried an affair, 
with the actual power all in the hands 
of the leaders, as are these annual 
elections, which are supposed to voice 
the untrarr.meled will of the policy 
holders. 


•High officials of the most conspicu- 


ous insurance companies in America 
calmly admitted, under oath, that 
nominees for trustees ' or 
directors 


were Invariably selected in advance 
by expcutlvc committees, that such 
things as contested elections were tin- 
heard of, the printed ticket boras the 
only one In the field, and that the bal- 
lots, cast personally'at such elections 
ol'ter. numbered a., pal try dozen or less 
and those usually voted by employes 
of officers of the- company itself. 


A varying number of proxies, held 


by the companies' presidents and vice 
presidents as" agents for absent poli- 
cy holders, were voted indiscriminate- 
ly,'It was said, in.»jfuffleicnt numbers 
to make a more "aft less respectable 
total of the -ballots-cast in favor or 
die candidates. 
. . 


Inspectors Tail'-'in Duty. 


Inspectors of these elections, whose 


duty it is under the by-laws to certify 
to the legality thereof, admitted that 
they commonly took no steps to,de- 
termine the eligibility of alleged poli- 
cy holders who might appear to vote 
in person, hut accepted on that point 
the assurance of such officers of the 
company, usually the president or set 
of vice presidents, who might be pres- 
ent. 


As the same personal voters com- 


.monly appear year after year to the 
number of a score or.less, however, 
and as these electors were usually 
employes either of the insurance com- 
panies themselves or of some of the 
allied trust companies, election in- 
spectors soon come to know them well 
and their votes, unless challenged— 
and they never were challenged—-were 
always received without question. 


Big Companies on Rack. 


The 
inquiry was 
conducted 
by 


Charles E. Hughes,'chief counsel for 
the committee: First, the New York 
Mutual's system of elections was de- 
scribed by 'its vice president, Robert 
A. Grannis. whoso testimony was sup- 
plemented by that of Walter G. Oak- 
man as an "inspector o£ elections," 
Then' the New York Life's way of 
choosing its 'officers 'was explained by 
John C. McCall, the secretary. ,It was 
brought out that absurdly few votes 
were cast, and 'most of these by em- 
ployes. 


It was evident that Mr. Hughes in- 


tended to treat the subject of insur- 
ance conditions by phases' rafter than 
by 
companies;1 for; although 
he 


branched out every now and then, in 
particular when he asked young Mr. 
McCall about his rapid increases of 
salary, he did not-abandon the ques- 
tion of elections for more than a lew 
minutes at a time.

EARLY CRICKET IN INDIA. 


As Played in Seventeenth Century, 


.the Game Would Hardly Be 


Kecognized Now. 


Cricket, which has nov taken snch 


a firm hold in India among both Eu- 
ropean and natives alike, l.^s been 
played in the east very much longer 
than most people would imagine. In 
the New English dictionary, for ex- 
ample, there is a reference to a game 
taking place at-Aleppo as early as 
the year dfiTG. As played in the sev- 
enteenth and 
eighteenth .centuries, 


however, the sport would hardly be 
refyignized by its votaries of the pres- 
ent clay. Thus, one Clement Downing', 
the author of "A Compendious History 
of the Indian Wars" (published 
in 


1737), describes his experiences of 
the game as practiced on the Cambay 
shore as follows: 
"Though all 
the 


country round was inhabited by the 
Culeys, we every day diverted our- 
selves with .playing at cricket and 
other exercises, which 
they 
would 


come and be spectators of. But we 
never ventured to recreate ourselves 
In this method without having arms 
for ourselves and being guarded 
by 


some of our soldiers, lest the country 
should come down on us." 
Nowadays, 


fortunately, armed sentries are not 
required on Indian cricket-pitches.

WEANING THE BABY. 


Previous lessons on the subject 
ol 


infant feeding have been designed to 
instruct the young mothers 
in the 


care OH the baby, as far as feeding is 
concerned, .from the time of birth up to 
the twelfth, or even the 
eighteenth 


month of its life, and, naturally, the 
next thin'g-is to consider that of wean- 
ing. 


The lessons so far have dealt almost 


exclusively with diet, the common, dis- 
eases of infancy have been left for fu- 
ture consideration. The principal rea- 
son for not treating of the various sick- 
nesses with •which\many babies are af- 
flicted is that, if the dietetic rules laid 
down are intelligently followed, there 
will be so little trouble in other direc- 
tions that instruction is almost super- 
fluous. 


According to the expression of th« 


most successful mothers and nurses— 
and I prefer to base my teachings upon 
their knowledge rather than text-boohs 
—the time of weaning should be select- 
ed with reference to conditions. 
No 


matter what the age may be, it is un- 
wise to wean a child during hot weath- 
er. It would be perfectly safe, and even 
advisable, to wean a "baby at ten months 
rather than during the summertime at 
12. or 15 months, although a number ol 
things should be considered. Some ba- 
bies develop more rapidly than others, 
and a hearty, robust child, with several 
teeth, and accustomed to eating other 
food, is more easily and safely weaned 
at ten than a puny, immature child at IS 
months. 


Most babies who are fairly well de- 


veloped should be weaned between the 
twelfth and eighteenth month. One ol 
the most certain indications for the 
time of -weaning is the cutting of the 
eight incisor teeth, -which should be 
completed at or near the end of the 
first year. Another very good reason 
why a child should \not be nursed be- 
yond this period is that the mother's 
milk deteriorates, and does not supply 
proper nutriment. 


Simultaneously with the appearance 


of the incisor teeth the digestive organs 
become stronger, and the salivary secre- 
tions are more abundant, so that there 
is ability to dispose of more substantial 
food. I think, however, that milk should 
be the principle article of diet for,-a 
child for at least the first three years, 
although some mothers argue—and I 
am inclined to think, in some cases, 
correctly—that the appearance of the 
molar teeth is an indication that more 
solid food should be given. 


One of the most important lessons of 


life should, tnen be taught the' little 
one, and if it is neglected a life tiine 
of Buffering may follow; but if the les- 
son is well learned, good digestion and 
health will be the reward. Teach the 
baby to chew every morsel of food until 
it is thoroughly incorporated with the \ 
saliva, and begin to use a tiny looth- 
brush as soon as there are teeth to clean, 
and thus preserve them to old age. 


By thorough mastication 
you will 


avoid that greedy clamoring for food, 
and the disgusting practice some chil- 
dren have of making the spocn fairly 
fly from the dish to the mouth—so rap- 
idly that the food is swallowed without 
mastication. Gastric irritation follows, 
and then diarrhea. 


As a general thing, this is a hard rule 


to enforce,"especially if children are al- 
lowed to come to the table and partake 
of their meals with elder people; there- 
fore, if it is possible to avoid it, they 
should never be permitted to sit at the 
table with their e'.ders, unless the moth- 
er, or nurse, -is willing to devote her 
time and attention 
almost 
wholly 


to the child's feeding, until its appe- 
tite is appeased. A thorough practice 
of this will not only prevent great an- 
noyance, and disagreeable comments 
by guests, but will save many doctor's 
bills. Some may think I am too exact- 
ing in this regard, but I have 
seen 


many mothers, as 1hey entertain their 
friends at dinner, chatting away, un- 
conscious of the actions of their chil- 
dren. I have heard the little ones re- 
peatedly ask for proper articles of food, 
and the mother would still talk, talk, 
and talk, finally sayir.g, impatiently: 
"Baby, keep still!" 


I cannot refrain from telling of avery 


dear little friend of mine—a beautiful 
little girl of six years, usually very- 
patient and quiet. She sat very still in 
her place, waiting until all the restwere 
served, and, after receiving her portion,, 
asked for the bread. The father and 
mother were both cal'.ed "good enter- 
tainers" and were so busy talking that 
they paid no attention. She asked twice, 
three times, and then suddenly remem- 
bering having heard how the gardener 
enforced his demands, she brought her 
little fist down sharply on the table 
and shouted: 
"Gosh durn it. pass the 


broad!" 


Could you blame her? No; blame the 


careless mother. Either be prepared to 
attend to the wants of the children and 
see ihat they eat properly, or feed them 
at a separate table, 


The ease with which other foods can 


be sifljstituted for the mother's milk 
varies in as great a degree as do the 
complexions an,d dispositions of differ- 
ent children. 
Some little ones take 


readily to the contents and use of .a 
Epoon or cup, and the change is made 
with scarcely any trouble, and 
very j 


quickly, while others rebel against the i 
innovation. Great care should be ex- 
ercised in the selections of food for the 
child, and the time and manner 
in 


which it is administered. Sufficient has 
been said in previous lectures regaranig i 
the proper diet, and I would now only- 
give a word of caution and advice con- 
cerning the minor points of the process 
Of weaniag. 


Babies take so much comfort in nes- 


tling in mother's arms, that it is well 
to deny them the breast first at night, 
when they are so nearly asleep that 
they will hardly notice -the difference. 
It is well, to jgiye them 


Bre accustomed'to the change; then, 
during the day, .gradually substitute 
the food, which seems 'best to meet the 
child's requirements. -A.small portion j 
of 'baked potatoes, mashed fine, and j 
lightly .salted, with cow's, milk for 
drink, is, usually, the moat acceptable 
and easily digested of 
any 
starchy 


food. 
But the little 
one 
must 
bo 


watched closely, lest-the-beartier food 
disagrees with the 
not 
too strong 


stomach, which 'hasvpreviotisly kno'wn 
only the mother's milk. 


Barley, gruel and a'-small portion 


of whole wheat foods may be given; 
while if, it is desired, to. add a solid 
substance .upon wriich the teeth may 
be exercised, grape nuts-will be found 
perfectly safe, as this food contains 
all of the -nutritive elements of 
the 


starchy foods; but, in the predtgested 
form, the dextrine and grape 
sugar 


have been developed by 
continuous 


cooking under an intense and uniform 
head 
A little cream will 
make 
it 


very attractive to the little ones, and 
"the result is very satisfactory. 


If the baby is permitted to' 
grow 


really hungry, being amused if it be- 
comes restless and fretful, it can more 
easily be fed, than 'if only the first 
•craving is satisfied while it is yet al- 
most a matter of- indifference whether 
it gets food or n'ot. 
Patience and a 


careful guarding of the child's health, 
on tbe part of. the mother or nurse, 
will carry the little one 
safely 
and 


easily through'.the weaning 
period, 


providing no extraneous'drcumstances 
interfere.
